‘ Stella Benson (Mra, J. G. 
O'Gorman Anderson) mwas. very 
well-known in Hongkong, and o 
large circle of. friends will’ grieve 
to hear of her suddon passing. 
Sho‘ had personality and was of an 
Independent, adventurous spirit. 
which reflected itself in the quict 
cynicism of hor writings: ‘ 


Stella Benson was born in Eng- 

land “in” January,” 1892.-- Hor 

mother was a sister of Mary Chol- 
mondeley, author of a once Cele- 
brated novel - “Red _, Pottage.” 
Stella’s spirit of adventure assort- 
ed itaclf carly in life, and with a 
cheerful disregard of hardship she 
spent much, .of-her girlhood in 
wandering through Germany, 
France and Switzerland. She was 
an ardent supporter’ of.the women’s 
suffrage movement, however, and, 
returning to- England in 1914, 
played a prominent part in the 
campalgn of the “militants.”

GENUINE GRIEVANCE 


The samo considerations do not 
apply to immigrants nor to minori- 


ties who havo been living -for- 


centuries, in their present States. 
nm the other ‘hand, tho minority 
treaties contained certain general 
principles derived from the rights 


of. man as enunciated in the French’ 


and American constitutions at the 
end of the eighteenth ‘century. 
These principles guarantes an equal 
right to life, liberty and property 
to, all citizens of the State concern- 
ed, os well as the free exercise of 
their religion. There seems, in 
fact,’no reason why States should 
not ‘be willing to guarantee all their 
citizens these gencral rights, and if 
a ‘gencral Conyention embodying 
these principlts' wore ratified by all 
the members of the League of 
Nations, this would remove a 
genuine grievance on the part ‘of 
the present trenty States who' are 
bound to general. principles which 
other States have refused to adopt 
for themselves. It is to be hoped 
that some other, year, whon passions 
are not running so-high'aos they 
did at the recent Assembly, tho 
proposals ‘of the Institute of Inter- 
national Law will ‘be brought for- 
ward again and given more careful 
consideration. :

Mustapha Kemal’s leadorship in 
the successful war with Greece, and 
the equally triumphant outcome of 


the Treaty of Lausanne, tho Turks, 


knew ten years ago that they had 
found their strong man. But they 
did not, know how atrong he was; 
nor did any other  stateaman or 
soldier—except, perhaps, Mustapha 
himself, 


. Arrogant, tireless, . clever and 
dcclstve, without fear or supersti- 
tion, he was also a man with a 
vision—a dream of 1 new Turkey. 
anew state, tising from the pas- 
toral solitudes of old Asin Minor. 


Already, in 1922, he had shared 
a glimpse of that vision when ha 
had boldly abolished the Sultanate, 
which had ruled Turkey for cen- 
turles.

» because the Sultan, as were all the 
Sultans, had been Caliph of the 
Moslem world—a spiritual ng well 
ns temporal lord. The new ruler 
of Turkey did provide a substitute 
Caliph however; he had his na- 
tional assembly elect a cousin of 
the deposed Sultan. 


NEW PRESIDENT MODERNIZES '

Finally, on October 29, 1923,

Mustapha himself liked to 
dress in western evening clothes,

CONSTITUTION REDUCED 
TO A SCRAP OF PAPER. 


The drive continued. In 1924 
the nationnl assembly adopted a 
republican constitution which for 
brevity, simplicity and democracy 
is sald to compare favourably ‘with 
the American’ constitution. But 
Mustapha soon reduced that to a 
scrap of paper, for he gathered all 
power into his own hands and 
‘those of his old friend. Ismet 
Pasha, now Premier.’ He gagged 
the press, and turned the assembly 
into 4 mere debating society, with 
most of its members from his own 
political party. 


As a hold-over from the wank, 
corrupt past of Turkey, foreigners 
resident in the country had been 
subject mainly to their own courts, 
Jaws and judges. They were ex- 
empt from Turkish taxes and legal 
formalities. Mustapha stopped all 
that. He announced defitintly to 
all other nations that from now on

To offsct thie some 
imports have been prohibited al- 
together — notably " manufactured 
foodstuffs, perfumes, wines, shoes, 
furs, carpets, jewellery, toys, cof- 
ton, silk and woollen made-up 
goods. This is to keep the moncy
